;ion proposes to strictly enforce 


AC r Ari'iiovni) MAY J 3, 1871). 


Section J. 
Be it enacted by tho 


people of the State of Illinois repre- 
sented in tho General Assembly, 
That it shall bo unlawful for any 
person or persons to catch or kill 
any fish of the species commonly 
called, black, green, silver or white 


as, pike, pickerel, salmon, laud 


ock Halmon, jack salmon, croppy or 
jrauB base, BUU lish or sun porch, or 
,Hhor lish commonly known as gnmu 
fish, in or upon any of tho rivers, 
rooks, streams, ponds, lakes, sloughs, 
jayous or other water courses wholly 
rVithin or running through the Stato 
of Illliiiois, with any seino, net, woir, 
or other device, other than with hook 
and lino, from tho iiftoonth day of 
February to the 
fifteenth day of 


Juie, in oach and every year. 


Section 2. That it shall be uulaw- 


!ul for any person or persona at any 
iimo to catch or kill any lieh in or 
upon any of tho creeks, streams, 
ponda, lakes, 
sloughs, bayous, or 


other water courses within tbe juris- 
diction of the Stato of Illinois, by 
tho nee of lirno, acid, or any medical 
or chemical compound or explosive.

Section 1. That no person shall 


place, erect, or cause to be placed or 
erected any dam, seine, not, weir, 
fish diun, or other obstruction, in or

within this state, in such manner as 
shall hinder or obstruct tho fi'eo pas- 
sage of fish up or down or through 
such waters or wator courses; and 
that from and after tho adoption of 
tliiH act it shall bo unlawful for any 
person to HBO any seino or not for tho 
purpose of catching fish, except min- 
nows, in any of tho waters of this 
Stato, tho meshes of whose seino in 
less than two inches. Provided, that

seino, wire basket, trap, or any other 
device whatever, except with a hook 
and line or speur, within ono half 
mile of any dam constructed across 
any of tho rivers or preokn of Ihis 
State.
